ecNege, attended the San Francis- 
co conference as an observer. He 
spoke at the club meeting in the 
Upland Woman’s clubhouse on his 
observations and offered his con- 
clusions, 

Through the instrument he sees 
an organization that can be made 
to work if this nation and its peo- 
ple as well as other nations ex- 
press a willingness to avert war 
and to recognize that the charter 
imperfections can be improved 
through a generous spirit of broth- 
erhood, and ccoperation. 

Use cf the atomic bomb has donc 
to this nation’s reputation’ what 
the use of poison gas did to Ger- 
many’s reputation in the war 25 
years ago, according to President 
Davis. He recommended that the 
atemic kom secret be given tovan 
international crganization rather 
than kept only for restricted use 
by the United States and Great 
Britain. 

“The smaller nations really ‘car- 
ried the ball’ for democracy at the 
conference,’ he said in giving 
much credit to the weaker powers’ 
representatives. Several amend. 
ments made in the original propos- 
als. were the result of the leader- 
ship of the smaller nations, he 
said. 

In analyzing the conference Mr. 
Davis expressed the belief this 
country’s reputation suffered som? 
in the eyes of the smaller naticns 
due to the attitude ‘shown on trus- 
teeship and of the senatorial po- 
sition concerning retention of Pa- 
cific islands for defense. 

Leaders of all nations realize that 
wars must be averted and in this 
common understanding there lies 2 
gcod foundation for hope that the 
united nations charter will be the 
instrument for peace, declared the 
speaker.
